"The Thirty and Nine;" 
Or.Why Stop With One?

'^jT'OOEING at onr ednoational problems (from a business stand- 

■ point, we have been turning too much to what is called 
higher ediieBtion. I .iiii nvself a believer in higher educa- 
tion. I mean by that the universities, colleges and high 
schools and would not detract from their importance in the least, but 
thej are already liberally provided for far in advance of our common 
schools. 

We ore told by the United -States bureau of education "that more 
than two-thirds of our boys in tbe United States leave school before 
the end of the eighth grade;" "that the average length of a boy's 
schooling is less than six years, and tliis school training before the 
ages of twelve to fourteen years, while the boy is too ^oung to appre- 
ciate his loss;" ''that less than one boy in four comifletos the grammar 
grade;^ and Init one boy in eight goes any further with his schooling;" 
"that nnly one boy in forty of tho«e who enter the first year,6f high 
seliool eoinpletes the cnnr?e in high school, public or private, or goes 
higher;" "that of all boys twelve to fourteen years of age who should 
certainly be in school less than 60 per cent are there." 

From the Sage Foundation fluid's reports we are told that of 100 
boys who enter the first grade <iTily ^ty-five enter the fifth grade, only 
twenty-seven are left in the eighth»grade, six in the high school and 
one to enter college; that only ft per cent of the males in the nation 
are fitted by definite educational training for their occupations or vo- 
cations. 

These facts are given on high authority, and when we remember 

that they apply to the country at Iwge and that Kentucky is probably 
beh.w thi-; average. i« if not lamentable? IF OXLY ONE BOY IN 
FOIJTV ('(niPl.KTF.S THE IIICH SCHOOL COURSE IS IT 
NOT VKliV IMPORTANT FOR US TO GO MORE STRENU- 
OUSLY AFTER THE OTHE^mniTY AND NINEr 

I think at pl«sent we, eductf;Mii and alfyl^rel^oWing the old trend 
of looking too pxelusively toward the higher edncatioh. I think our 
legislative bodies have illiictrnted this when four years ago they made 
it mandatorv on every CMiinty in tlie state to build a high school within 
two years. There was little mandatory concerning the poor, small 
schools scattered throughout the counties. These ''thirty and nine" 
poor'^devils will have little chance to get within sight of a high school 
at all, but must plod along as bei-t they may. 

It is tnie the same legislature allowed the fiscal court to levy a 
tax oi 20 eents on the $100 for sehool purposes in each county. It is 
also true that many of the counties levying this tax have used it 
largely in establishing a high school at the county seat or some other 
town, which is unfair to these "thirty and nine" who do not get, to the 
higfaachooL 

I DO NOT WISH TO BE UNDERSTOOD AS OPPOSING HIGH 
SCHOOLS OR HIGHER EDUCATION— I AM IN FAVOR OF BOTH TO 
THI LIMIT— SUT I AM COMPLAININO THAT OMLY ONI ■OY IN 
FORTY SHOULD HAVE THE LION'S SHARE OF THE FEAST IN- 
TENDED FOR ALL. I THINK THIS SHOWS CLEARLY THE NEED 
OF MORE MONEY FOR OUR SCHOOLS, 80 THAT ALL MAY HAVE A 
FAIR SHOW. 

There is, I think, another mistake that ought to be corrected as 
far as possible, and that relates to the pay of teachers by location or 
with referenep to loention. The eities and large towns and wealthier 
portions of the counties have the pick of the^teachers because they pay 
higher salaries and the environment generally is more attractive. 
Thus the back districts in /the counties (where there are generally 
more children) are compelled to get along witlj the cheapest and poor- 
est teachers. These teachers, as a rule, have the minimum salaries. 
Now, I hold that these "thirty and nine" out in the back di'^tricts for 
good results need the best teachers or at least as good as the best. 

This condition can be met at once by the county boards supple- 
menting the salaries of teachers in the .poor districts out of the county 
funds. Such action would bring immediate relief. WHY WATT

to apply a remedy when it is within our power ? 

If we cannot get funds enough for both high schools and "low" 
schools, is it not better to use guffieiept of the county fund in this way 
than to put all or the bulk of it in a city or town high school which 
the "thirty and nine" can have but little hope to enter t Would not 
these 'thirty and nine" by reaaoa pi their improved inteUig«nce 
through these better teaehers in thae f croe the boUdinf of hi|^ isbools 
foraUt

fire Alarm System 
General information 



The city of Earlington has been divided into four Fire Dis- 
tricts, known as numbers one, two, three and fonr. These districts 
are formed by the two natural physical dividing lines, — viz. Main 
Street aod the L. ft N. R. R. 

Fire District No. 1 comprises all that territory North of Mam 
St., and West of the R. R., e. g. the City Hall, Round House, F. 
B. Arnold's residence, Fomp House, etc. etc., are In piitiriet 
No. 1. 

Fire District 2.. comprises all that territory North of Main St., 
and East of the R. R. (e. g. the Sr. Bernard Store, Barnes, Oow- 
and A Co., P. H. Whalens residence. Masonic Temple- "Logtoaro" 
etc. etc., are in District No. 2. 

Fire District 3., comprises all that territory Sooth of Main 
St., and West of the R. R., (e, g. the Post Office, Goodloe'f 
restaurant, Chas. Coweil's residence, Mrs. Harriet Browning's res- 
idenoe, Bsq. Jas. Priett'a residence, etc. etc., are in District No. 8. 

Fire District 4, comprises all that territory South of Main 
St., and East of the R. R., (e. g. the Peoples Bank, Victory Build- 
ing, C. M. Henry's residence, Catholic Church, New Methodist 
Church, etc eto., are lb Diikriet No. 4. ' 

Each telephone sobaoriber in these Districts has beenforniab 
ed with a card showing the number of Fire District in which each 
phone is situated,— these cards directing (bat, in case of lice, Cen- 
tral Telephone Sxchange be informed of District Nnoaber |iik4 
name of house **on fire." The Central operator will ID tarn notify 
L. A N. Round House, which will give the alarm. 

The Round House whistle will in tbe fotore give the oflicial 
alarm, and this alarm consist of a series of short blasts followed by 
one, two, three or four long ones, aocording to the district in 
which fire is located,— these long blasts indicating the district. 
This alarm will be repeated as seems necessary. Tbe L & N. loco- 
motives will not give the alarm unless an engineer or trainmen 
should first discover a fire (i. e. should see it before the regular 
alarm had been given) — or, in th? event the regnlar Ronnd House 
alarm should fail to arouse tb6 fire Department at night.

That the district trust3c should be 
as much interested la the teacher 
and hla teaching aa the teacher la la 
hia school. That the aehool houae 
should be ae Kood and as attivetlve 
as any home in the district. 

That when we know under the new 
aehool oenaua where the illiterate chll- 
draa Ihre, It will beoome the duty of 
tfca »aopla of that dlitrlet to aea that 
thaaa ehlldrea are aent to aehool and 
provide clothing and Phoes if the 
parents are too poor to provide them. 

That the teacher ahould be more 
conuMBded tor what ha la able to ao- 
oonpHah aad loaa erltlelced for what 
he is unable to do.

That the unknown nuantities of al- 
gebra had better remain unknown 
than that a iKiy should remain Igno- 
rant of the soil quantities of his 
father's farm. 

That the time apcnt In making In- 
different performances on the piano 
could be better utilized in abollshinR 
bad biscuits from the breakta;>t table. 

That the public school ought to get 
In the newspaper and the newspaper 
in the public aehooL * 

While you may not agree with me 
In all of these things, you will cer- 
tainly agree with me In most of tliem. 
The question is how are we going to 
create this public sentiment. 

The school teacher la powerless to 
do It even wheo he doea his best. 
He la handicapped by the very nature 
of the case. We must look to the edu- 
cated fii'i'Tlp of tills state. Men and 
women who will give tkelr time and 
talent and means to create a better 
sentlmen^for the rural achoola, knd 
we raaat look to the press. 

The newspaper and the public 
Bch(x>lB are the two greatest forces 
at work in this country for both prog- 
ress and enlightenment. 

Th^ newspapers' influence depends 
upon the number of readera it haa and 
the number of readera depends on how 
many people are taught to read. There 
must be a conibuiatlon between the 
press and the pmiVasor, a Halted in- 
tereat between the newapi^wr and the 
piibUe aehool. If tha preaa of this 
state would give half the thought and 
half the apace to education that It does 
to politics the 'schools would be revo- 
lutionizsd in less than a decade. The 
press muat first be made interested in 
this great aueatlon, then it maat be 
educated to the need8«f tha adioola, 
then shown how tha naada laay be 
supplied. The editor and the school 
teacher must be brought within closer 
touch with each other. This should 
be done throagh thia organlaatioa. 

Miad you. I am not talking about 
a movement through the press for the 
benefit of the teachers, but a move- 
ment for the benefit of the people. The 
school must be made the important 
thing and not the aehool teacher. The 
ehildren'a intereat moat be pat la the 
foreTroiit as the battle cry through 
the press for their welfare, and the 
welfare of the state. All ^reat enter 
prises get before the public with the 
news bureau and there Is no enter- 
prise as great as the education of the 
masaea. Moat enterprises pay for pub* 
licity, but this Is one of which the 
newspapers will reciuire no pay. It 
takf^B real new'spuijer talent to con- 
duct any kind of publicity bureau. It 
requlrea the talent of first intereatlng 
the reader with what it telle, next 
it must do more than intereat it. 
It should get the r««der in sympathy 
with the story, then It must so take 
hold of him that he wanta a part in I*. 
There should be selected a moat oap- 
able man or wmaaa with proper aawa- 
paper Inatlaet to send a oolomn once 
a week to every newspaper In Ken- 
tucky of such live public school mat- 
ter that the editor will be gtad to give 
It space. Tile Information should be 
gathered from the varioua achoola all 
over the atata by tha taaehera aad 
sent to the haad of their bureau. It 
should be facta and not argumenta. 
The facts can be so written that they 
will carry their own argument and 
alao carry ooavletlonB. Such an edu- 
catloaal preaa harean eatabllahed la 
thia dty or Fiaakfort oaaldiaai woald 
arouae mora latareat and oreala more 
public sentlmeat for the rural achoola 
than any other one thing could do, 
beoause every week It would have a 
thouaand times as large an audience 
aa thia bulldlag wtU hold. WUh the 
preaa willing to halp^ I do hope that 
such an opportunity will Mt ha al- 
lowed to eacape.

ply followed their predecessors and 
they do what the fellow before them 
did. 

la the movement for better high- 
ways the 'first step is a more intelli- 
gent expenditure of the time and 
Uioney appropriated for the better- 
ment of the roads, to the end that the 
community ahall get the moat aad the 
beat results for its contribution. It 
is common practice to do either the 
•vrong thing, or If perchance the right 
thing Is done, to do it at the wrong 
lime of the year, and the result Is 
very often an expenditure of one dol 
lar to get thirty centa worth of bene- |

In order to make auggeatlons that 
will be of value one must assume 
some typical conditions and indicate 
what It la beat to do to Improve the 
roada under them. 

In road Improvement the first and 
most Important step is dralnnge. 
Without prcjper drainage every e.Tort 
will falP. Water is the only nntufal 
enemy of roads, and water is a cow- 
ard and will run away if giv(:n a 
chance, hence get the water off the 
road and away from the road aa 
Quickly as possible. This may be 
d(vne either by surface or sub surface 
drainage, by side ditches with ample 
fall and proper outlet to carry the 
water away from the highway, or by 
tile. If the latter Is dona nothing 
leea thaa faar laeh tllf ought to be 
used and It should be very carefully 
laid, and should be put on each alda 
of the road, particularly where tha 
drainage la most needed. Be sore 



the ruts must ba flllad as 
made. 

When a grade is once established 
the surface thereafter should never 
be disturbed except the top two or 
three laches In order to amooth it 
out with a road drag or harrow. 

We will assume that the flll has 
been made preparatory to putting 
gravel or crushed Htone upon the 
hi^'hway, and thus have a permanent 
improvement. 

The following suggestions will be 
of beneUt to tha tocsperloBoad road 
builder, who haa simply farm tools to 
use. 

It is not designed to suggest to the 
experienced builder, having improved 
road machinery to osa. 

Where roads are graveled, it has 

been very common for the farmers to 
haul the gravel and dump It down in 
a wlnrow, and leave It to l>a spread 
and compacteii by traffic Every 
driver avoida this wlnrow uatll soft 
weather compels him to drive over

aiungside of the hiune or gravel road, 
so that the drivers might choose be- 
tween the two. When the weather la 
flne aad tha earth road Is ssMoth. the 
drivers will usually take that la pref- 
erence to the hard road. This saves 
wearing the hard road, and^hus it 
serves a double purpose. Ixt ii|heavy 
rain descend and everybody takes the 
hard road. The dllterence Is the Im- 
proved highway la good Ml days la 
the year, and the other road Is good 
and bad by turns Having them side 
by side, which can easily be done 
without addiUonal espOBSa, tha Paople 
have the dholce. 
There is another feature of the per- 




manent road that ahould aot,be lost 
sight of. In tha busy season whUe 

the crops are being planted, some- 
times a heavy rain will full, so that 
the fields are too wet to work. With 
good roads the farmer can make a 
trip to town, do the necessary er- 
raada, haul off a load of grala or hoga 
and keep his farm hands employed. 
If the roads aie unimproved ho can 
neither work the farm nor travel the 
highways. 

Every road -overseer, and In fact ev- 
ery farmer, ahould sahd to the state 
aaglaaer of hla atata, to tha oflloe 
of PabHc Roads at washtogtoa, and 

have hlH name pot apon the mailing 
list, ttiat the bulletins and circu 
lars, of which scores are published ev- 
ery year, upon road building and main- 
tenance, road dralaage, and augges- 
tlona that grow out of tha axperlaace 
of road building can be followed up 
and adopted by them If this were
